He blames labor for 
rise in food prices 

To the Editor: Farmers are 
being blamed for higher food 
prices. However, here are the 
facts. 

During the past 10 years the 
farm value of all items in the 
“Farm Food Market Basket” 
bought by the average family 
in one year has increased only 
$3. But the consumer’s price 
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paid for this food has gone up 
$243. While farm prices were 
adding $3 to the cost of food, 
higher labor costs added $130, 
transportation costs $33, and 
other expenses $69. 

Some say that labor has to 
have this much more to buy 
what the farmer sells. The fact 
is, after the farmer buys what 
labor makes, handles, and trans- 
ports, he has to use margarine 
instead of butter. On the other 
end, the farmer’s cost of equip- 
ment, etc. is beyond reason. As 
long as the big labor “Moguls” 
have their way, it will get worse. 

Isn’t it reasonable to believe 
that the recession was the result 
of labor unions greedy demands 
by pricing labor out of the mar- 
ket and out of jobs? It is evident 
that the government official 
that labor unions want is the 
one that the rest of us don’t 
want.—E. L. Smith, Linn coun- 
ty, lowa. 


Pressure treated posts 
last 40 years 

To the Editor: I have read 
with much interest the article 

n “Make Wood Posts Last Long- 
er” in the Sept. 20 issue of 
Wallaces Farmer. The article 
states that home treatment of 
fence posts may extend their 
life to 15 or 20 years 

It is regretted that no men- 
tion therein was made of the 
service which will be rendered 
by wood posts which have been 
pressure-treated with a good 
preservative. 

For example, some 200 pine 
posts were pressure treated with 
creosote by the Long-Bell Lum- 
ber Co. and sold to Bill Bangs 
of Greene, Iowa, thru the Frud- 
den Lumber Co. in 1916. When 
I saw Clyde M. Frudden about 
2 years ago, he told me that 
these fence posts were still in 
service. They were about 40 
years old at that time. 

It is therefore our opinion 
that properly pressure treated 
wood posts will give the lowest 
annual cost in place of any of 
the materials used for this pur- 
pose—W. A. Stacey, District 
Engineer, American Wood Pre- 
servers Institute, Lawrence, Kan- 
sas.

HAT’S AHEAD for hog prices? Iowa farmers, inter- 
viewed by Wallaces Farmer Poll, look for a drop by 
February, 1959. 
The Wallaces Farmer Poll asked: 


“What price do you think light hogs will bring at 
Chicago in February of 1959? Check the figure that 
comes closest to your guess.” 


Farmers knew, when the survey was taken, that there 
would be a big increase in the fall pig crop.

Incorporating Family Farms Will Solve Some Problems 


ON’T LET a dislike for what has been 
called “corporation farming” keep 

you from looking into the advantages of 
incorporating your farm business. It is 
apt to become a more common practice 
in the years ahead 

The article on page 46 covers most of 
the advantages and disadvantages. But it 
seems to us there is a human element in- 
volved here, too 

How many times have you seen a fam- 
ily struggle for 30 or 40 years to buy 
out the other heirs to a parent’s farm? 
They deprive themselves of many of the 
pleasures of life—during the years when 
they might enjoy them most—to get all 
the farm debt paid off 


Before long, they retire or die, 
and the same process starts all over 
again. The farm has to “buy itself” 
every generation. 


This usually isn’t good for the land. 
And we doubt if it’s good for the people, 
either 

If a farm business is incorporated, 
the brothers and sisters living in town 
can hold their stock in the farm as an 
investment. Incorporation by-laws can 
be worked out to protect the interests of 
all concerned 

Incorporation makes it easier for Dad 
to retire, too. A combination of salary 
and dividends to cover his needs can be 
arranged to fit in with social security 
benefits. And Son can take over the 
management responsibilities 


Pay? 


lowa State College professor on leave, 
says he feels that higher tuition for those 
able to pay would be in order. On the 
other hand, Murray would provide more 
scholarships for top students who need 
help 

Both of these suggestions would switch 
part of the cost of higher education to 
the individuals who profit from it. But 
how about the companies that scour col- 
lege campuses each spring for engineers 
and other technically-trained people? 

The lifeblood of many corporations is 
a steady influx of this college-trained 
“brain power” into their offices and fac- 
tories. So shouldn’t industry shoulder a 
larger part of the cost, too? 

Of 1,080 major national companies sur- 
veyed recently, only the top 14 contribu- 
tors gave one percent or more of their 
net profits to education. Average contri- 
butions of 3 percent were suggested as 
feasible in a Columbia University study. 
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All in all, it takes out some of the 
hitches that occur when farm ownership 
is changed. Incorporation makes it easier 
to keep the farm business going at an 
even keel thru deaths and changes in 
ownership. 


The growing need for capital to 
increase a farm’s production and ef- 
ficiency may spur incorporation, too. 


It provides a way to combine the re- 
sources of several family members into 
one farm business 

From an income tax standpoint, in- 
corporation won't help unless net income 
is above $16,000 ($8,000 if single). And 
you'll need the services of a lawyer to 
set up and maintain a legal corporation 

It’s no cure for all farming ills. But 
incorporation does offer some advantages 
for some farm families

Usually, a low-cost ration includes 
limited grain and lots of roughage. But 
Bill Zmolek, cattle feeding specialist at 
lowa State College, feels this may not be 
true this year 

There will be a lot of corn in Iowa this 
fall—mostly non-compliance corn. And 
some may be too wet to store. 

“Corn may get pretty cheap in some 
areas,’ says Zmolek. “So watch your 
local market. You may want to start 
right out with a good grain ration to 
speed up gains.” 

Many folks have gotten into the habit 
of buying enough cattle to consume the 
feed supplies they have on hand. This 
is often a good practice. But Zmolek 
points out that it might not make sense 
this year 


“Profits look slimmer in 1959 for 
the cattle feeder. So the risk of han- 
diing a larger than normal herd just 
to get rid of extra roughage might 
not pay off,” says Zmolek. 


In fact, some cattle feeders decided not 
to make ear corn silage this year. They 
will store either shelled or ground ear 
corn instead 

Silage makes an excellent feed and 
gives the most from an acre of corn. But 
these folks figure they have more than 
enough roughage on hand now. So they'll 
feed more of their corn as grain 

Different rations will produce different 
gains. Here is one ration for yearlings

The amount of ground ear corn may 
be cut to 3 or 4 pounds if ear corn silage 
is being used.

If sorghum silage or oats silage 
is included in the ration as a rough- 
age, figure on using about 5 pounds 
of ground ear corn and 1 pound of 
supplement. 


“I feed sorghum silage—and a lot of 
it,” says Judd Osborn, Story county, lowa 
“But I feel there is a limit to it, too. You 
have to feed grain if you’re going to 
finish the animals right 

“It looks like everyone is going to have 
some cheap grain to feed up this year 
I may cut down some on my cattle num- 
bers. A man can cut costs in every way 
—but it’s still tough to make a profit if 
he pays 30 cents or more and sells for 
22 cents.” 

Maybe you can save some work in 
the feedlot and cut your labor re- 
quirements, too. Try self-feeding 
the animals.

They'll eat more protein, but the feed 
efficiency is improved and feed cost per 
pound of gain is lowered, according to 
recent Purdue tests 

Many folks have reported increased 
gains thru the use of feed additives. But 
be certain the returns are at least great 
enough to cover the cost of the additive 

Also, many are including stilbestrol in 
their rations. This growth stimulating 
hormone will increase gains about 17 
percent. And it can help feed efficiency, 
too

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More money 
for gilts 


] ECENT CONTRIBUTIONS 
have swelled the Gilts For 
Iowa Flood Victims fund to 
$16,455.42. A sizeable combined 
gift from Northeastern Iowa 
Amish Districts Churches helped 
push the fund well above esti- 
mates made a month ago. 

Breeding of the gilts was 
started on Oct. 10. Boars were 
turned in with 87 of the older 
gilts on that date, to provide 
for some February farrowings. 

The remainder of the gilts 
will be bred to farrow in March 
and early April. Breedings were 
scattered because some flood 
area recipients may not have 
the equipment for cold weather 
farrowing. They will be given 
a choice in farrowing times, in 
so far as possible. 

All gilts are being vaccinated 
against leptospirosis and ery- 
sipelas about 2 weeks before 
breeding. Altho they all come 
from lepto-clean herds, our vet- 
erinarian recommended they be 
given the vaccine. 

Since they will be going onto 
a number of different farms, 
the chances are that some will 
have lepto present. And clean 
gilts are especially susceptible. 

All the gilts were vaccinated 
against cholera as little pigs, of 
course, and this will normally 
carry them thru one litter. Gilts 
are also being wormed before 
breeding with a_ piperazine 
wormer in their drinking water. 
And they were sprayed with 
lindane to clean up any skin 
troubles present

Q. Do you have any plans 
on where to get the money” 

\. Some of the money will 
come from increased returns in 
sales taxes because of higher 
Here and there you get 
new buildings and _ increased 
property tax returns. So there's 
a natural growth in the state 
revenue that will provide some 
additional money 

The second problem comes 
from the expansion in services 
that folks want. For example 
the people in this state have 
definitely voted for better 
schools. They want good in- 
struction, adequate schools, and 
expansion in the courses of 
study. 

Where’s the money coming 
from? So far we're loading it 
on property. Property tax is 
going to have this $25 million 
increase next year, the largest 
we've ever had in the history 
of lowa. 

So the better schools people 
are demanding can come from 
property tax. I’m suggesting 
that we consider providing some 
sales tax revenue to go along 
with property tax to cover the 
increased cost. But I insist that 
this additional tax revenue go 
directly to replace that much 
property tax. That is the prop 
erty tax that would be paid il 
ales tax is not increased 


prices 


Remember how we assessed 
farm land 12 
side to build our first highways 
Farmers had to pay for that. Ws 
had a knock-down, drag out 
fight to get the sales tax on

asoline. 

Now we've got a broad bas¢ 
tax. It hits the fellow with the 
flivver and the fellow with the 
high priced car. They both pay 
not 2 or 3 percent—they pay 40 
percent tax on a gallon of gaso 
line. And they feel it’s right 
because it’s a broad base, well 
shared tax. 


Q. What about using an in- 
crease in income tax instead 
of an increase in sales tax? 

\. One of the things I have 
run into is a value judgment on 
the part of the people them 
selves. The federal government 
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is running a deficit. The income 
tax is its main reliance. Unfor- 
tunately the federal government 
has not moved back much from 
our wartime income tax rates 

My feeling is, generally speak- 
ing, that we have the property 
tax for local needs. We have the 
sales tax for the state. We have 
the income tax for the federal 
government 

Since we want good schools 
and since the cost is going up, to 
get money enough from the in- 
come tax would be not only dif- 
ficult but unrealistic. We would 
have to double the income tax to 
get the same amount you would 
get from another penny of sales 
tax 


Q. Is there any way either 
to cut down expenses, or to 
slow down the increase, and 
still get most of the things we 
want? 


A. There are numerous places 
where we can cut expenses. In 
some places we can spend less 
money and get more for it. For 
example, the costs at smaller 
high schools are much higher 
than at an average-sized school. 
There are places in government 
where we still haven’t developed 
the use of business machines 


Q. Are you in favor of 
graduated state aid with more 
going as a “bait” to the larger 
schools? 


\. | would be almost insistent 
that state aid does not go to 
perpetuate inefficiency. Schools 
should be encouraged to get on 
to a program which will provide 
a minimum of course content at 


reasonable cost 


Q. Population statistics 
point to a big increase in col- 
lege age students in the 1960's. 
What, if anything, should be 
done to take care of them? 


A. I have two comments. First 
of all, the difficulty is to sell 
something that is not right here 
at the present time. I think the 
big push is coming in the 60's 
and that’s what we should be 
making plans for now We 
should prepare to take care of 
our youth, and give them the 
kind of education they need 

Farming is becoming more 
complicated every year. Engi 


neering, feeding, chemistry, nu- 
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trition, breeding, and economics 
too, are going to be a part of a 
farmer’s job. A farmer oper- 
ating a $100,000 business needs 
some special training. 


Q. State mental and penal 
institutions are asking for big- 
ger appropriations. Do you 
have any comments? 


A. Yes, I do. One in partici 
lar. I was down at Glenwood 
and I saw some things down 
there that I don’t think the 
people in the state would toler 
ate. There’s one dining room 
with a kitchen that actually 
stinks. I mean it’s pitiful to 
think that we are taking care of 
people in that way. 

There are other places that 
are wonderful, however. It’s 
that variation in standards that’s 
bad. To get more money runs 
right smack into property tax 
because the local people pay for 
these institutions. Farmers have 
to pay more proportionately for 
taking care of the inmates at 
these institutions than do other 
people because they have more 
property. 


Q. We hear that taxes are 
not all being collected. Do 
you have any comments on 
this? 

A. That’s one of the reasons 
why I’m running for governor 
After spending 2 years on the 
tax study committee, it just 
seemed to me that we didn't 
have enough tightening up in 
this area. 

We need to find ways an 
means of tying in with the fed 
eral income tax reports. I’n 
pretty sure we're short about 
$4 million in state income taxes 
a year. We've got to adopt 
systematic way of getting al 
that. Not just taking a case he! 
and a case there 

That’s what I don’t like about 
the monies and credits angle ot 
personal property taxes. Only 
about one-fourth of the people 
are paying what they should 
And that’s bad 

My long run goal is that the 
state of Iowa can get away from 
all personal property taxes 
within 10 years. Merchandise 
livestock, machinery, and every 
thing. The first thing to get rid 
of is that household thing. It 
a joke. Then merchandise, and 
livestock and farm machinery 
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Loveless 
SAYS... 


Q. One state policy of inter- 
est to farm folks is the high- 
way speed limit. Do you favor 
daytime as well as nighttime 
speed limits? 


A. Yes, our nighttime speed 
limit brought enforcement that 
we sorely need. I recommended 
both daytime and nighttime 
speed limits to the last legis- 
lature and plan on doing the 
same thing again. 

I think we should arrive at a 
50-mile-an-hour speed limit on 
secondary roads. Our death toll 
is mounting too rapidly in this 
area. On the primary roads I 
think probably 70 miles an hour 
in daytime is a rather fair figure 
Without a limit to hang the vio- 
lation on, this ‘“‘reasonable and 
prudent” business is too broad 
for any judge to rule on. 


Q. Do you think that the ex- 
penses of the state govern- 
ment will rise during the next 
few years? 

A. I think expenses should 
not rise faster than the growth 
of the economy of the state. 
We've grown tremendously. Per- 
sonal income in Iowa is up 12 
percent this year. 

In the last budget session we 
figured about 5 percent increase 
in all supplies, equipment, per- 
sonnel, and so on. I think that 
you must allow about 6 percent 
increase this year. The schedule 
of living has just about increased 
that amount. 


Q. In other words, you think 
income to the state because 
of the growth of the economy 
will cover increased costs? 


A. Yes. There’s no reason 
why not, unless we’ve been fail- 
ing miserably over the years to 
maintain particular functions. 


Q. Do you favor increased 
state aid to schools? 


A. This is the most kicked 
around thing and the most mis- 
understood in the world. lowa 
is far above the national average 
in its return of revenue to local 
government. About 55 percent 
of all the state-collected reve- 
nues are returned to local gov- 
ernment. 

Iowans are contributing more 
of their income to the field of 
education than any other state 
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with the exception of three 
others. And these are much 
lighter populated than Iowa. 

If the state is going to finance 
a public school system, then the 
state should operate it. If the 
local governmental units are 
going to finance it and operate 
it, they should have responsi- 
bility of getting the tax money 
and spending it. 


Q. Your point is that we 
now have adequate state aid 
to schools? 


A. We have efficient school 
districts and we have inefficient 
school districts. I would never 
favor increased state aid until 
we have efficiency in all areas 
and __ districts. With normal 
growth in revenue, there'll be 
more money available under 
existing revenue for state aid to 
education. 


Q. Population statistics in- 
dicate a big increase in college 
students in the 1960’s. What, 
if anything, do you _ think 
should be done to take care 
of them? 


A. At the present time our 
institutions of higher learning 
get $4'% million a year more to 
operate the schools than they’ve 
had under any previous adminis- 
tration. That’s an increase of 
over 17 percent. 

We're certainly going to need 
more buildings. And we're going 
to need more staff. This is true 
of our private colleges, too. 
They seem to be forgotten when 
we talk about institutions of 
higher learning. 

We need a long range building 
program, not one just designed 
from one year to the next as 
we've been operating thruout 
our history. 


Q. You are in favor, then, 
of increasing the facilities at 
our state schools? And will 
there be enough money avail- 
able? 

A. Yes to. both questions 
Right now there is a_ sur- 
plus in the treasury beyond the 
necessary working balance—an 
adequate amount to meet all the 
immediate capital needs. 


Q. I have a feeling that re- 
gardless of what we try to do 
state costs are going up. If 
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Democratic Candidate Herschel C. Loveless, the incumbent, was 

interviewed with the aid of a tape recorder by Editor 
Dick Albrecht on Sept. 30. Here is a summary of his answers to 
questions of particular interest to farm people. 


they do, where are we going 
to get the extra money? Should 
we go in the direction of in- 
creased income taxes rather 
than the sales tax direction? 


A. If additional revenues are 
needed, we should secure them 
from income taxes rather than 
from sales taxes. 

Let’s recognize that the indi- 
vidual receiving a college edu- 
cation has a potential earning 
power made available to him 
thru this education far in excess 
of those people who receive only 
the elementary and secondary 
school education. So I have a 
strong feeling that those folks 
should help pick up the tab for 
it thru income taxes. 


Q. Are we collecting all the 
taxes that are due? If not, 
how can we get more of them? 


A. I'm real sure we're not 
collecting all the taxes we 
should. What percentage I 
wouldn’t know, but I think we 
need to get a system of income 
reporting that’s definitely allied 
with the federal government’s 
method. 

We're missing a tremendous 
amount of revenue. We in- 
creased revenue by a sizeable 
percentage now with a limited 
force. But I would guess that 
the increase we made would only 
represent less than half of what 
were missing. 


Q. How about the personal 
property tax? 


A. I recommended a number 
of personal property tax changes 
to the last legislative assembly 
It’s practically impossible to col- 
lect. A survey we made a couple 
of years ago showed that les 
than 5 percent of the counties 
are doing a very effective job 

Q. Are there any other is- 
sues that concern farm people 
on which you'd like to com- 
ment? 


A. I'd like to comment 
briefly on this business of an- 
other cent of sales tax and what 
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it actually costs the farm people. 
We figure it would cost an av- 
erage Iowa family about $44. 
It would cost the average lowa 
farm family about $58 because 
some items that actually go into 
the farm operation also carry 


sales tax 


Q. Do vou have any other 
comments? 


\. There’s a whole realm of 
things that are important in 
government, of course. I am of 
the firm conviction that we can 
save a tremendous amount, mil- 
lions of dollars actually, by a 
good shaking down of all the 
multitude of units of govern- 
ment that we've got 

I'm talking about state gov- 
ernment now. In one area alone 
they've got about 42 commis- 
sions. Six good clerks could do 
the work. 


Q. You're touching on a 
question I had in mind. What 
can we do to keep our state 
expenses down without cut- 
ting seriously into the serv- 
ices people want? 

A. With a complete 
mental reorganization we can 
eliminate $3'2 to $5 million of 
needless expenditures I'm 
thinking in the areas of inspec 
tion services, things like that 
We have people following each

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ASC program shows 
growth last year 


powa FARMS participating in 
the agricultural conservation 
program during 1958 is about 
steady with the 1957 total. Last 
year, 60,682 farms, or 32 per- 
cent of the state’s farmland, 
was enrolled in the program. 

“We increased participation 
by 8,500 farms during 1957,” 
says Joseph F. Carber, state ASC 
chairman. “And the total ac- 
complishments of last year were 
well above the 10-year average.” 

Estimated value of the prac- 
tices put into effect last year 
was $21 million. Cost-sharing 
benefits allowed the government 
to pay about half of this sum. 
The participating farmers paid 
the remainder. 

The average cost-sharing 
payments per farm in 1957 
were down, however. Pay- 
ments averaged $162, which 
was about $18 below the 
1956 figures. 

Lower payment average per 
farm was due to the increased 
number of folks in the program. 

The program offered 22 prac- 
tices last year. 

Those most commonly re- 
quested include terraces, ponds, 
wells, erosion control, dams, sod 
waterways, contouring and agri- 
cultural limestone.

VACCINE for killing Newcastle 

disease in chickens has been 
developed by USDA scientists. 
This vaccine will not spread dis- 
ease. 





FARM folks may soon buy seed 
potatoes that are pre-cut and 
ready to plant. In a recent USDA 
test, five carloads of seed pota- 
toes were machine-cut in Maine, 
packed in burlap bags and load- 
ed into preheated railroad cars. 
The potatoes healed enroute and 
were delivered to farms in ex- 
cellent condition. 
WOOL-PROCESSING laboratory 
is being built in Albany, Calif. 
The purpose of the laboratory is 
to find improved methods of 
processing wool, new wool pro- 
ducts, and treatments to make 
wool clothes easy to care for. 
FEEDING molasses to dairy 
cows just before milking won’t 
cause an off-flavor in milk if the 
feeding practices are correct. 
California tests show that as 
much as one pound of molasses 
(10 pounds of a 10 percent mix- 
ture) may be fed without caus- 
ing an off-flavor. 
SWINE research at the Univer- 
sity of Missouri shows that 
approximately one-third of the 
fertilized ova in a sow fails to 
survive until the 25th day of 
gestation. A potential litter of 
nine pigs is reduced to only six 
with this embryonic death rate 
Researchers are trying to find 
methods of improving embry- 
onic survival. 


FEEDING behavior of the corn 


borer is governed by three 
things: It avoids light, likes 
tight places, and eats sugar, 


which acts as an antidote against 
a toxic chemical in young corn 
plants. 





NEW chemical, Neburon, shows 
promise of being valuable in 
keeping weeds in check in new- 
ly-seeded legume stands, say 
researchers at the University of 
Missouri. This may aid farmers 
who want to seed legumes with- 
out the aid of a nurse crop.

New “auto-syntronic™ 
feed mill opened 


A NEW FEED manufacturing 

plant, located in Des 
Moines, has been described as 
an electronic marvel. The build- 
er, McMillen Feed Mills, believes 
it to be one of the most efficient 
and highly automated feed pro- 
duction units in the country to- 
day. 

Under construction since early 
1958, the new plant will dis- 
tribute McMillen’s Master Mix 
protein supplements and com- 
plete feeds thruout lowa. This 
is the first of the company’s 
plants to be located west of the 
Mississippi River. Executive 
offices are in Fort Wayne, Ind. 

More than 5,000 farm visi- 
tors went thru the plant 
when it was dedicated on 

Oct. 2. 

Initial production calls for 
200 tons of feed in an 8-hour 
day. Total office and plant work 
force is 20 persons. Practically 
all ingredients are _ received, 
stored, and handled in bulk. 

The brain of the plant’s mix- 
ing operations is an electronic 
device that “reads” a _ pre- 
punched card. A different card 
is used for each of hundreds of 
feed formulas. 

The various punchings on a 
card actuate a series of dry in- 
gredient feeders and _ liquid 
metering pumps. And the elec- 
tronic brain records the delivery 
of ingredients to the mixing 
units. 

When a card is inserted into 
the “reader” on the master con- 
trol panel, two separate and 
simultaneous mixing cycles are 
begun. 

Screw-type feeders, tiered 
above a 5,000-pound hopper 
scale, deliver the proper amount 


concentrate feeds. At the same 
time, a separate system of small- 
er vibrating feeders deliver the 
ingredients used in smaller 
amounts to a 50-pound hopper 
scale. 

When the correct charge has 
been delivered to both hoppers, 
each is emptied to a gate-con- 
nected mixer. After pre-mixing, 
the 50-pound charge is delivered 
for mixing with the main hop- 
per charge. 

Then liquid ingredients, such 
as molasses and fish solubles, 
are metered into the dry blend. 
When feed is nearly finished, it 
is discharged to a surge hopper. 


Meanwhile, a new batch 
has been started into the 
two hopper scales. Three 
batches are in some phase 
of the mixing process at all 
times. 

After the mixing operation is 
complete, feed may go to a 100- 
h.p. pelleting machine, to the 
bagger, or to bulk holding bins 
for truck or car loading. Pelleted 
and crumbled feeds likewise are 
either bagged or sent to bulk 
feed bins. 

Trucks are loaded in an en- 
closed area from overhead bins 
positioned over a 50-ton truck 
scale. Feed ingredients are 
brought into the plant with a 
mechanical belt conveyor 

It dumps into a pneumatic 
suction conveyor system, which 
distributes into bins in the mill. 
A magnetic separator mounted 
over the belt conveyor, pulls out 
all tramp metal 

Liquid ingredients are re- 
ceived thru a single 4-inch line. 
A parallel steam line permits 
heating of the liquids being re- 
ceived by rail or truck 

The liquids go to one of four 
12,000-gallon storage tanks. Each 
tank has a storage section in 
the top, and a supply section in

Keep them out 
of your house 


| OXELDER BUGS are harm- 

less enough, but they can be 
pretty annoying. By taking a 
few simple steps now to keep 
them out of the house, you can 
just about eliminate the prob- 
lem. 

The boxelder bug doesn’t bite 
or attack food and clothing. But 
they are a nuisance when they 
fly around the house or begin 
crawling over furniture 

In the fall, the bugs gather 
in large masses on the sides of 
houses, trunks of trees, and 
other sunny places 

As cold weather ap- 
proaches, they begin look- 
ing for warm places to 
spend the winter. They 
look for ways to get into the 
house. 


Harold Gunderson, entomolo- 
gist at lowa State College, re- 
ports that one of the most com- 
mon entrances is made by crawl- 
ing under the house siding into 
the interwall. Then, when win- 
ter arrives, they move into the 
warm rooms 

Get storm windows up early, 
keep basement windows closed 
and calk cracks and crevices 
around doors and windows 
these are some practical con- 
trol methods 

Also, calk at the junction of 
the wall and outside chimneys 
where siding laps over the foun 
dation wall 

“Boxelder bugs are hard to 
kill with insecticides says 
Gunderson. “When they are 
massed on trees or foundation 
walls, spray them with 0.5 
cent dieldrin or one 
lindane water em 
this at the rate of 
gallon of spray pet 
feet of suriace 


Some folks have gotten 
good results just by spray 
ing these clustered bugs 
with pure kerosene or fuel 
oil, too. 

Some of the bugs probably 
have already entered your house 

These pests can be eliminated 
too. Household insect sprays ot 
aerosols can be effective Sut 
the bugs must be wetted with 
the insecticide before it will 
have a killing effect 

Sucking the bugs up in a 
vacuum cleaner is effective, too 
Or you may resort to the fly 
swatter that was useful all sum 
mer against other pests

(The following letter to 
the editor pretty well sum- 
marizes the arguments in 
faver of developing a farm 
program with tight con- 
trols.) 

To the Editor: I have heard 
a lot of discussion on farm pro- 
grams and have tried to read 
all I could on the subject. I al- 
ways enjoy your editorials and 
articles on farm problems 

I feel that we definitely need 
a farm program. We can pro- 
duce more than we are able or 
willing to consume. When this 
condition exists, the good old 
law of supply and demand 
simply doesn’t work. Too many 
small operators get hurt before 
it begins to function again. 


We are piling up teo 
much corn and other grains. 
After this year’s bumper 
crop, we will have 2 or 3 
times more cern than we 
sheuld have for a reasen- 
able reserve. Our Ever-Ner- 
mal Granary is new abner- 
mal. 


Corn that’s been stored for 
6 years costs the government as 
much in storage as it will bring 
on the market! CCC would have 
been money ahead on this corn 
if it had been dumped in the 
river at take-over time! 

And the end is not yet in 
sight. The government is an- 
ticipating still larger stocks 
We are now producing more, in 
spite of soil bank and acreage 
controls. Modern farming meth- 
ods are increasing production 
faster than our farm programs 
are reducing it. However, we 
should not lose hope. Our farm 
programs have cost no more 
than we have spent on Formosa 

I believe we need a different 
program, and here are some 
thoughts on it. One of the basic 
principles of our civilization is 
that we help or protect the little 
man. For instance 

We guarantee bank deposits 
up to $10,000. Large business 
firms and wealthy individuals 
are on their own this 
amount 

We have a minimum wage law 
of $1 per hour. It does not pro- 
tect the skilled worker but it 
does act as a floor under wages.

Our tax laws, too, are 
based on ability to pay and 
are graduated to favor the 
little fellow. 


I believe we should help the 
small farmer to stay in busi- 
ness. If we him, we will 
lose the small business man, 
too, (who also needs help) be- 
cause big operators tend to buy 
wholesale. This does not mean 
that we should subsidize the in- 
efficient operators — there are 
many small efficient farmers.

They need help in this trend 
toward bigness. My thoughts 
would be something like this 
for the midwest: 

Put a reasonable support price 
on all farm products, with a 
limit for any one farmer. Let’s 
say the top limit is $8,000. He 
could produce all he wanted to 
but could not get support price 
for over the limit. He would be 
on his own or “free” on any- 
thing above this. I don’t be- 
lieve we are justified in using 
taxpayers money to support 
large operations. 

A committee of farm leaders 
and government officials would 
decide how much grain is a 
“reasonable reserve.’ When our 
government stockpile reached 
this figure, we would put the 
surplus on the market and pay 
the producer the difference be- 
tween market and support price 

The same _ subsidy system 
would be used on non-storable 
farm products. This would re- 
semble the Brannan plan, with 
a limit on amount per farmer 
and a limit on our reserves. This 
would let “supply and demand” 
operate freely but would not 
break the small operator. 

There are many who object 
to subsidies but they are not 
new by any means. Consumers 
have no moral right to buy any- 
thing at less than cost, unless it 
is obsolete or a product not 
wanted. They have no moral 
right to buy farm products be- 
low cost of production. 

Should the market let prices 
fall below cost, I feel that the 
government has a moral obliga 
tion to either support prices or 
pay the loss. It shouldn’t matte: 
to consumers whether they pay 
a fair price for food directly or 
partially by way of taxes. 


Everyone would agree, I 
believe, that the people who 
produce our food and fiber 
are entitled to fair compen- 
sation. 


The soil bank could be used 
to some extent, along with this 
plan, to reduce overall produc 
tion somewhat and conserve 
soil. Our and hour law 
has a built-in device designed 
to cut production. Paying time 
and a half for overtime tends 
to cut production because it 
penalizes the consumer 50 per- 
cent for work over 40 hours 

We need to find a way to cut 
farm production, too. The old 
historical basis of acreage allot 
ment is certainly obsolete, and 
allotments without cross com 
pliance don’t work. — George

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Breed dairy heifers 
on a weight basis 


| REEDING on a weight basis 

can eliminate many calving 
problems likely to occur with 
dairy heifers that are too small. 
It may increase future milk pro- 
duction, too. 

“We have recognized the 
‘breed by weight’ method for 
some time,” says Robert Finch- 
am, extension specialist at lowa 
State College. 


“Planning a breeding pro- 
gram on the basis of weight 
does present problems for 
many farmers. But it usu- 
ally pays off.” 


Many cattle raisers haven't 
the facilities for weighing the 
heifers 

So some 
breeding by 
simply requires: a 
birth dates. “Then, if the ani- 
mal isn’t stunted or unusually 
small, she will be bred at a cer- 
tain age,” says Fincham 

If scales aren't available, 
“taping” can provide some fairly 
accurate estimates on when the 
animal is ready for breeding. 

In this case, “taping’’ means 
measuring the animal’s heart 
girth. This method can also be 
used earlier to check the rate of 
growth. 

“Results of taping will not al- 
ways be accurate,” points out 
Fincham. “Not all animals are 
normally proportioned. But it 
is a good guide in the absence 
of weights.”

Breeding an animal too 
young will tend te check its 
growth. A heifer with nor- 
mal size should freshen at 
about 2 years of age. 


“A big cow within a breed is 
generally a more economical 
producer than a small cow,” 
points out Fincham. Big ani-

Here’s another reason why 
size is important. Cows will 
often produce an additional 20 
pounds or more of fat per year 
for every 100 pounds of body 
weight attained 

Herbert Hoover, Mahaska 
county, lowa, says he breeds his 
dairy heifers for fall freshening 
at an age of 23 months. 

“If I get some spring calves, 
I often hold them over for breed- 
ing so they'll freshen in the 
fall.” Hoover likes to have his 
herd come fresh between August 
and October 

Another Mahaska _ county 
farmer, Eves Cadwallader, says 
“When a dairyman is working 
for top production during cer- 
tain seasons, it isn’t practical to 
ignore freshening dates.” 

Cadwallader knows that 
breeding by weight is recom 
mended, but feels that the prob- 
lems outweigh the advantages 
for an average breeding opera- 
tion. 


Lyle Van Aukens, Keokuk 
county, lowa, breeds his 
dairy heifers by age, too. 
“We like to breed as soon 
as possible after the animals 
are 15 months old.” 


Van Aukens estimates that his 
Brown Swiss heifers will weigh 
from 650 to 700 pounds at this 
age. “And we like to have the 
animals freshen about Sept. 1, 
too,”” he adds. 

“In this area, the demand for 
milk begins increasing in Sep- 
tember and that is when we 
work for a good production.” 

Overfeeding a heifer slated to 
freshen in a few months can be 
harmful 

In a test involving six twin 
heifers, one heifer in each pair 
was fed a normal ration and the 
other was fed a fattening ration 


After 6 months in milk, 
the overfed heifers aver- 
aged 16 pounds of milk 
daily while the animals re- 
ceiving normal rations pro- 
duced 19.7 pounds daily. 


Fincham believes that 
cattlemen are still following an 
old theory of breeding the 
first-calf heifers to a beef bull 
to produce small calves. This 
was thought to help avoid 
calving problems 


some 


“But we Know this is not true 
now,” says Fincham. “If the 
heifer is bred at the right age 
and weight, she'll have no dis- 
tinct calving problems.”’

ENTHUSIASTIC” describes 
how farm families feel about 
telephones that are popping out 
in their barns, calving sheds, 
milk houses, machine sheds and 
other farm buildings through- 
out the midwest. 

An example is Jim Elvin, 
Clay County, Iowa, corn and hog 
farmer. 

Jim had a phone put in his 
farrowing house last year. With 
it he makes and answers calls on 
the regular rural line. He talks 
with Mrs. Elvin in the house by 
flipping a switch which connects 
a private intercom line between 
the two phones. 

He also has a loud-ringing 
phone bell high on the farrowing 
house so he can hear the phone 
ring when he’s in the yard or an- 
other building. 

For more than a year, he 
says, the setup has been “won- 
derful,” and he expects it to be 
extra helpful again this winter. 


Jim Elvin doesn't need to track in- 
to the house to use the phone or 
to talk to Mrs. Elvin. 

Jim raises 400 to 500 pigs 
each year, farrowing about an 
equal number of fall, winter and 
spring pigs. He throws in with 
those who believe the best way 
to save pigs is to be ready for

“My hog house phone lets me 
do just that,” Jim says, “because 


I'm not in the kitchen phoning or 


waiting on it. You can ask my 
wife about that,” he laughs.

“Everybody’s 
busy at farrowing time, so I use 
the outside phone, too. And it 
saves us both a lot of trips be- 
tween the buildings and our 
house,” she adds.

pean FOLKS have a wide 
choice of home heating sys- 
tems. Nearly every type of heat- 
ing available to city dwellers is 
also in use by farm families. 

Oil, L-P (bottled) gas, and elec- 
tricity are the main sources of 
heat. Some use coal and wood. 
But most new homes and con- 
versions use the newer methods 
of heating. 

Cost comparisons are difficult 
to make since efficiencies vary 
greatly. Fuel oil contains more 
heat per unit of fuel than gas. 
But burner efficiencies general- 
ly run 10 to 15 percent lower. 

“We tell our customers that 
oil and L-P will run very 
close on operating costs with- 
out considering storage costs 
for the fuel,” says one central 
Iowa heating contractor. Some 
farmers use L-P gas for tractor 
fuel or for other heating pur- 
poses. This reduces the storage 
tank charge for home heating. 


gas 


Of course, folks close to natur- 
al gas pipelines have a big ad- 
vantage in price. Natural gas 
is considerably cheaper than L-P 
gas. 

For electricity to compete with 
oil or gas, most researchers fig- 
ure the house should be well 
insulated. That’s 6 inches in the 
ceiling, 4 inches in the walls, 
and 2 inches in the floor. And 
they figure electricity should be 
available at 1.5 cents per kilo- 
watt hour or less. Some utility 
companies now have a home 
heating rate in this range 

In a study of electrical home 


heating last year, lowa State 
College engineers found the 
cost of heating 12 lowa farm 
homes last year with electricity 
to average $225.04. All homes 
were well insulated. And elec- 
tricity was costing from 1.3 to 


1.5 cents per kilowatt hour. The 
12 homes averaged 1,372 square 
feet in floor area 

Most electric heating is one 
of two types—heating cable im- 
bedded in the ceiling or heating 
panels installed around the 
walls. 

The heat pump is a new meth- 
od of heating for Iowa. Electric- 
ity is used to remove heat from 
the air or ground and blow it 
into the house. Most units are 


reversible for cooling in the 
summer. 
Heat pumps operate well 


where temperatures seldom fall 
below 30 degrees. For typical 
Iowa winter temperatures, sup- 
plemental heat must be added 
to keep temperatures comfort- 
able 
Some heating experts favor 
perimeter heating for warm air

systems. Heat delivered next to 
the outside walls means less 
drafts. Cold air from the outside 
is warmed before it reaches the 
occupants of the room. 


Between 60 and 80 per- 
cent of the heat loss from 
most houses is thru outside 
walls and windows. 


The cold air return system is 
less complicated with perimeter 
heating. So the initial cost of 
the system is frequently less. 

USDA engineers say the 
gravity warm air system is prob- 
ably the cheapest central heat- 
ing system. But the addition of 
a fan allows the use of air filters. 
And a forced air system doesn’t 
require a basement. Hot water 
and steam systems require a 
boiler instead of a furnace. 

Location of the thermostat on 
any automatically controlled 
heating system can have an ef- 
fect on comfort. It should be 
installed on an inside wall in 
a central location. And it should 
be far enough away from lights, 
radios, fireplaces, and other heat 
sources so it won't be affected 

Choosing a heating sys- 
tem is an important deci- 


sion. It will last several 
years.

Simple barrel container helps 
you keep the farm shop neat 


MPTY STEEL drums can be used for many purposes. Here 
is a simple but useful idea that lets you put an old oil 
drum to work. 

A scrap container can be constructed in a matter of minutes. 
But in a year’s time, it will have saved you hours of bending 
and reaching to find items or to move scraps out of your way. 

Simple containers like this will surprise you with their use- 
fullness. It’s a lot easier to keep a shop clean when you have 
adequate storage for junk and waste. 

The drum in the photographs is being prepared to hold shop 
junk and scrap metal. The task is started by cutting out the 
top of the drum with a chisel and hammer. Use of a welding 
torch isn’t recommended because of danger of explosion when 
the flame penetrates into the fumes inside.

CUTTING out the top of the 
drum is simple if the bit of 
, the chisel is sharp and held 
close to the edge of the rim. 
It takes just a few minutes 
and will usually leave a 
smooth, safe edge. In a mat- 
ter of minutes, the end of 
the barrel is removed and the 
| first stage of the job finished. 





STEEL HANDLES mounted on the drum make it easier to handle 
when filled. Here, handles made of 1 x 3/16-inch flat stock are 
used. Be sure to allow enough room for the hand. The light ma- 
terial in the sides of the drum makes it advisable to use an acety- 
lene or carbon-are torch to braze the handles in place. Use plenty 
of flux, especially on rusted surfaces. 


FINISHED drum will fit 
into any farm shop. A 
coat of paint improves the 
looks, and helps identify it 
when you’re looking for a 
place to toss scrap iron. 
It’s easier to keep a shop 
neat when simple facilities 
such as this drum are avyail- 
able.

Better service from 
electric grinder 


NE OF. THE handiest year 

around tools in any farm 
shop is the electric grinder. It 
is also one of the lowest price 
items. However, if you are to 
get the most service for the least 
investment, there are several 
things you should know about 
grinders. 

There are two general 
types of grinders: (1) the 
self-contained unit with the 
wheels on each end of the 
motor shaft, and (2) the belt- 
driven type using a separate 
motor. The best one for you 
depends somewhat on your 
situation. 


If you will need to move the 
grinder frequently from one lo- 
cation to another, you would 
want the self contained type. It 
need not be fastened to a work 
bench. 

If a more permanent type of 
installation is not objectionable, 
the belt driven type has some 
advantages. Grinding of large, 
awkward items is more easily 
done on the belt type. 

This type installation consists 
of an arbor, motor and connect- 
ing belt. The arbor is a short 
shaft supported by a bearing 
near each end. A belt sheave is 
placed on the shaft between the 
bearings and the grinding wheels 
are fastened on each end, be- 
yond the support bearings. 

The electric motor will be 
either a sleeve bushing or a 
ball bearing type. The sleeve 
bushing type is less expensive, 
but will have to be oiled more 
often, and will not run as 
smoothly. The bushings will also 
need replacement sooner 

You should have a one-fourth 
to one-third h.p. motor for aver- 
age usage. The usual shaft speed 
of 1750 rpm is satisfactory for 
a belt drive arrangement. How- 
ever, some self-contained units 
may have a speed of about 3500 
rpm 

The inexpensive, 
type motor is entirely 
tory, as the motor is not required 
to start under load. An on-off 
switch eliminates the need oi 
plugging in and unplugging the 
cord. 

Your grinder should have 
wheel guards which should en- 
close the wheels three-fourths of 
the way around. It is possible 
for a wheel to fly apart from 
centrifugal force at high speed. 
The guard also protects the 
wheels from being hit by any 
object that might break it 


split-phase

A wheel 6 to 8 inches in 
diameter is generally best 
for farm use. 

Also check the speed at which 
the wheel can be operated. Then, 
knowing the motor speed, you 
can select the proper sheaves 
to keep the speed within limits. 

A grinding wheel is com- 
posed of particles of abrasive 
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bonded or “stuck” together. 
Strength of the bond determines 
how much centrifugal force the 
wheel can withstand. Too high 
a speed may result in the wheel 
“flying to pieces.” 

Another factor to consider is 
the coarseness or grit of the 
wheel. Here again a wide selec- 
tion is available. The coarse 
wheel is desirable for rough cuts 
or removing a lot of metal quick- 
ly. A fine wheel is best for ob- 
taining a smooth finish. 

The best selection for aver- 
age farm use appears to be one 
medium coarse and one medium 
fine wheel. 


While the normal grind- 

ing wheel is a flat disk, a 

variety of special purpose 

wheels, shaped to do par- 
ticular jobs, are also avail- 
able. For instance, one 
shape is designed for sharp- 
ening mower knives without 

a lot of twisting and turn- 

ing of the knife. 

It is also wise to arrange a 
guard over the drive belt of the 
arbor type grinder. 

A grinder develops a lot of 
heat at the grinding surface. 
Unless you are careful to keep 
the surface cool, it can produce 
enough heat to draw the temper 
from the edge of the piece being 
ground. 

You can spot this by the dis- 
coloration of the edge. The 
overheated area will be yellow, 
blue, or purple, depending upon 
how hot it was heated. The best 
way of preventing overheating 
is to have a tub or bucket of 
water on hand, and dip the part 
into the water frequently 

It is not a good idea to attempt 
to grind aluminum, brass or 
other soft material on your 
emery wheel. This soft material 
tends to “load” or fill in the 
space between the particles of 
abrasive. As a result, the cut- 
ting action of the wheel is great- 
ly reduced. 

Always wear a pair of safety 
lasses or a face shield when

the loss of an eye. Flying sparks 
or pieces of metal can be danger- 
ous. 


One more accessory that 
you should have is a grind- 
ing wheel dresser. Any 
wheel will eventually be- 
come out-of-round and de- 
velop ridges. The dressing 
wheel held against the ro- 
tating grinding wheel cuts 
it down to a smooth, round 
shape again. 

In the case of special shape 
wheels, such as the sickle knife 
grinder wheel, it’s especially im- 
portant that you have a dressing 
wheel to keep the stone dressed 
to the correct shape.

years of operation, Bass is 

fairly well satisfied with 
the corporation. 

Oakdale Farms is not a large 
corporation. It includes one 420 
acre farm plus 280 acres rented 
in addition. 

‘““T have turned over the as- 
sets gradually in the form of 
stock,” says Bass. “‘This has 
gotten away from the old heart- 
breaking way of one heir get- 
ting the farm and spending the 
rest of his life paying for it.” 

Present federal gift tax laws 
allow a husband and wife to 
give away $60,000 at one time 
and up to $6,000 more to each 
beneficiary each year without 
paying any gift tax. 

Flexibility of the corporate 
farm pleases many folks. Sal- 
aries and dividends may be 
varied somewhat for tax saving 

Corporation profits distributed 
as dividends have been taxed 
twice. Once as corporate income 
and again as income to the stock- 
holder. Corporate taxes run 30 
percent for the first $25,000 and

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distributed on paper to each 
stockholder. Then the stock- 
holders include the profit or 
loss in their individual income 
tax returns. 


52 percent for income over 
$25,000. 

But salaries are a_ busi- 
ness expense and are taxed 
only to the stockholder. 

A bill passed during the 
last session of the legislature al- 
lows small corporations—those 
with less than 10 stockholders— 
to be taxed much like partner- 
ships. This removes the double 
tax disadvantage of small farm 
corporations.

may find another advantage in 
incorporating. A salary from the 
corporation can be used to level 
out income over a period of 
years. 

After going on social security, 
folks are limited to an annual 
income of $1,200 if they are to 
remain eligible for full social 
security benefits. In a corpora- 
tion, they could be voted a 
straight salary of $100 per 
month. Then they could receive 
a return on their investment in 
the form of dividends. Income 
from dividends does not come 
under the $1,200 restriction 

Another advantage of incor- 
porating is that the business be- 
comes perpetual and dces not 
depend upon one individual’s 
survival. So it may be carried 
from generation to generation 
by stock transfer. 

But there are disadvantages 
to incorporating. Regular meet- 
ings of stockholders must be 
held. And annual reports filed 
with the secretary of state. 
These are generally brief and 
simple. 

“Incorporating actually forces 
a farmer to keep better rec- 
ords,”’ says a Page county, Iowa, 
farmer. To some this is a big 
drawback. But others feel the 
extra time spent on record keep- 
ing is paid for by the help it 
gives in management decisions. 

Incorporating involves attor- 
ney’s fees and certain fees to 
the state. Farm management 
specialists say the cost of in- 
corporating often ranges from 
$300 to about $500 for a family 
size farm. 

Your best bet, if you’re con- 
sidering incorporating, is to 
consult an attorney. He'll be 
able to acquaint you with the 
procedures of incorporating. 
And he’ll advise you of the ad- 
vantages and disadvantages for 
your particular situation. 

The corporate-owned farm 
may solve many property trans- 
fer and liability problems. And 
since stock ownership can be 
kept within the family, there’s 
little threat to the family farm

Here are ways 
to stop rats 


Y\/ Aeraain and other anti- 
coagulant poisons can help 
you get rid of rats. 

Rats eat baits containing these 
poisons readily and die after five 
or more consecutive feedings by 
bleeding to death internally. 
Bait should be exposed contin- 
uously. Most animals will not 
be harmed by small amounts of 
an anticoagulant bait. 

To complete the job, buildings 
should be made rat proof. 

Here are some suggestions 
for rat-proofing farm build- 
ings: 

Extend concrete foundations 
for permanent buildings at least 
2 feet below ground level. Only 
permanent materials such as 
concrete should be used. 

Old foundations made of rocks 
and hollow tile blocks are often 
infested with rats. Cracks be- 
tween the stones and the open- 
ings in the hollow tile can be 
filled with a cement mortar. 

Have concrete from founda- 
tion high enough to make the 
top of the floor 12 inches above 
ground. Rats will not hang to 
the exposed exterior of a wall 
while gnawing a hole. 

Where the top of foundation 
is less than a foot above ground 
level, adequate protection can 
be obtained by using hardware 
cloth and a strip of sheet metal 
8 inches wide about 2 feet above 
ground level. 

Provide rat stops in the wall 
space of double walls just above 
the sill by using either sheet 
metal, concrete, brick laid in 
mortar, or boards 2 inches thick. 

Rats may often gain entrance 
to buildings by climbing outside 
walls as in corncribs. Sheet 
metal strips placed around the 
entire building will solve the 
problem. 

Place wood floors not less 
than 18 inches above ground 
level. Where wood floors are 
lower, apply a coat of creosote 
on floor boards, providing the 
creosote odor is not objection- 
able. Old wood floors only a 
few inches above ground can 
be replaced with concrete. 

Use a concrete foundation 
wall under the outer edge of 
concrete feeding floors. This 
should extend at least 24 inches 
below ground level. 

Cover all permanent openings 
in buildings, such as ventilation 
intakes, with one-fourth inch 
hardware cloth. 

Openings larger than one-half 
inch in diameter should be 
screened or sealed. This includes 
downspouts and other pipes. 

Provide doors with spring 
hinges or similar devices for 
automatic closing. 

Clean up piles of trash. Fence 
posts and lumber should be piled 
on sawhorses off the ground. 
Garbage should be burned or 
kept in tightly covered cans. 

Use metal bands to keep rats 
from climbing trees, wires, pipes 
and rough surfaces near build- 
ings.

\s soon as the steam pipes were raised out of the simmering 
liquid and the sorghum drained into buckets, father said we 
could come closer and clean the pipes. We scraped the pipes 
with litthe wooden paddles and ate the delicious warm taffy 

Our hungry steam engine, lovingly called “Old Star’, fur- 
nished the power to crush the cane and steam to cook the juice 
from the can the farmers brought in by team and wagon 

There are still a few good sorghum mills in Iowa. So here 
are some recipes for using sorghum in your fall baking

YOULTRYMEN would like to 
own birds that start laying 
medium or large sized eggs as 
pullets. But there’s no easy 
solution to this problem 
“Folks have a right to be 
happy when the pullets mature 
and begin laying medium eggs,” 


says Paul Walther, extension 
poultryman at Iowa State Col- 
lege. 


“A 10 to 20 cent per dozen 
price range between small and 
medium eggs can mean you're 
taking quite a loss with pullet 
eggs.” 

It may be possible to de- 
velop a breed that will start 
right off with medium or 
large eggs. But it isn’t prac- 
tical now.

Walther explains that as such 
a pullet matures, the eggs would 
become extra large. Most mar- 
kets won’t pay a premium for 
extra large eggs over 26 ounces 
a dozen. Without a premium, 
the grower loses money—since 
it takes more feed to produce 
larger eggs. 


Rooster feeder for 
better hatching eggs 


A SPECIAL rooster feeder, 
. hung high enough so that 
roosters can reach it but hens 
cannot, will pay dividends in 
better hatches. That’s according 
to Joe Sicer, Purdue University 
poultryman. 

“Most roosters are gallant ani- 
mals,” Sicer explains. “When 
the roosters find a choice morsel 
of food, they call the hens and 
stand back while the hens get 
their fill. Too much of this and 
the males will not be able to 
maintain a satisfactory weight.” 

A different situation is created 
if a small hopper is hung on a 
post, or on the laying house wall, 
at such a height that only the 
male birds can eat out of it. The 
roosters eat the feed themselves 
when their calls bring no takers. 

The rooster feeders should be 
kept filled with a complete ra- 
tion. Both grain and mash should 
be offered. Better hatches usual- 
ly result when roosters get this 
special treatment. 


Cut poultry 
chore time 


“} ULK SELF-FEEDERS are 

time-savers for owners of 
both small or large flocks,” ad- 
vises T. E. Hartung, poultry 
specialist at Colorado State Uni- 
versity. 

“Feeding layers is a time-con- 
suming chore. And you could be 
spending twice as much time as 
is necessary.”

Ideally, a bird would start 
laying medium-sized eggs weigh- 
ing about 21 ounces a dozen. 
Then, with maturity, the weight 
should be about 25 ounces a 
dozen. 


The University of New 
Hampshire reports that arti- 
ficial light can delay ma- 
turity of the birds. 


Their tests show that contin- 
uous 14-hour days during the 
growing period will delay sexual 
maturity by about 10 days to 
2 weeks. But small eggs bring 
more income than no egZs. So 
there’s little point in delaying 
maturity. 

Other factors can affect egg 
size, too. Some of them include 
restriction of feed, size of hens, 
too warm temperatures, and low 
protein rations. 

There is some evidence that 
egg size may be reduced if the 
total protein in the diet is below 
12 or 13 percent. And tempera- 
ture raised from 70 to 100 de- 
grees has decreased egg size 14 
percent. 


Self-feeders will cut feeding 
time on any flock. Hartung fig- 
ures that hand-feeding 250 hens 
takes about 15 hours per 100 
birds each year. But, self-feed- 
ers cut this time to 9 hours per 
100 birds—a 40 percent saving. 

Self-feeders are more costly. 
But the time you save can be 
used to better manage the flock. 
Hartung feels the self-feeders 
will pay for themselves in one 
year with a flock of 250 layers. 

It takes 14 hours per 100 

birds a year to hand-feed a 

500 bird flock. Self-feeders 

can cut this time to 8 hours. 


And the time and labor saved 
continues to increase the 
flock size goes up. 

“Egg producers 
their time should change to 
self-feeders, Hartung says. “The 
extra time spent improving flock 
management can increase your 
profits.”

Can we improve our 
livestock markets? 


Both opportunities and limitations 


for better 


(This is the fourth of several 
articles Wallaces Farmer has 
scheduled on livestock market- 
ing. Since the number of 
changes in marketing systems 
are being planned or discussed, 
we feel these articles are par- 
ticularly timely.) 





For 40 YEARS or more, public 
stockyard representatives 
have warned farmers that sell- 
ing hogs to local outlets would 
lessen competition and reduce 
net returns to farmers. 
Apparently Iowa farmers do 
not generally accept that view. 
Forty years ago a large percent- 
age of our animals were sold 
only after physical inspection at 
public stockyards. Since then, 
however, live grading has been 
much improved. And selling on 


carcass grade has been intro- 
duced. 
Official government grades 


have been set up by USDA. An 
excellent market news service 
has been developed under gov- 
ernment leadership. Radio and 
television as well as newspapers 
are providing information on 
markets. 

Trading by specification, 
coupled with improved com- 
munication, helps to estab- 
lish and preserve competi- 
tion. But, of course, the 
market never was perfect, 
if complete stability is con- 
sidered to be perfection. 


Prices continue to fluctuate 
during the day at a particular 
market with changes in demand 
and supply. Price differences 
between markets likewise tend 
to change daily. And seasonal 
changes in prices, as well as 
price spreads between various 
weights and grades still persist. 

Prices of hogs tend to de- 
cline on the upturn of numbers 
in the hog cycle. And prices 
tend to rise as numbers decrease 
on the downturn of the cycle. 

In spite of the fears of some, 
the law of supply and demand 
continues to operate. It never 
did operate perfectly!

direct to Iowa packers as well 
as to all packers, the peak years 
were followed first by a slight 
decline. More recently the pro- 
portion has been relatively 
stable. 


Considering the general 
situation, lowa farmers have 
two major alternatives. They 
may sell as individuals. Or 
they may operate jointly. 
When operating as individuals 

many farmers face some prob- 
lems: 

(1) The typical farm is a rela- 
tively small producer of hogs. 
The 1954 census of agriculture 
shows that the average produc- 
tion of hogs per farm in Iowa 
was 93 head. And 65 percent of 
the farmers sold 99 hogs or less 
annually. 

(2) The average farmer can’t 
become much of a specialist in 
salesmanship because he mar- 
kets no more than six or seven 
times a year. 

(3) Few farmers can grade ef- 


fectively. 
(4) The small size of the lot 
sold prohibits heavy expendi- 


tures for market information to 
use in addition to government 
reports. 

(5) The size of the lot avail- 
able often does not provide an 
economical load for transport. 

(6) Some buyers do not pay 
suitable price differentials for 
meat hogs. 

(7) At certain busy seasons, 
the farmer cannot afford to 
leave his production job to sell 
livestock. 

Independent dealers, packer 
buyers, order buyers, and truck- 
ers, of course, aim to help farm- 
ers solve some of these prob- 
lems. But some farmers believe 
that a joint action can be a 
fruitful undertaking. 


They look to more effec- 
tive distribution to get them 
somewhat better prices. But 
mainly they plan to rely on 
greater efficiency and lower 
costs of the cooperative. 


It isn’t possible to create a 
monopoly by cooperative effort. 
Or perhaps to do much “bargain- 
ing for price’ with a widely 
produced staple such as hogs. 
But it is possible to find out 
where the better prices are 

And it is reasonable to reduce 
costs: (1) by minimizing cross 
hauling, or cutting it out alto- 
gether; (2) by using more trans- 
portation units to capacity in 
pickup and delivery to markets; 
(3) by reducing costs for market 
information, labor, and other 
expenses; and (4) by possible 
elimination of wastes resulting 
from duplication of services. 

Farmers can hardly expect a

new selling agency, cooperative 
or otherwise, to bid the business 
away from established agencies 
by sheer competitive strength. 
Such an effort tends to be self- 
defeating. 

If the pricegould actually 
be raised so easily, non- 
members would also tend to 
get the benefits. And thus 
incentive for cooperative 
membership would be less- 
ened. 


It would, of course, be pos- 
sible to develop farmer-owned 
agencies that did not comply 
with the legal definition of co- 
operation under Iowa law. It 
is desirable that such agencies 
be not confused with coopera- 
tives. 

The objectives of a coopera- 
tive livestock marketing associ- 
ation could profitably center on 
(1) uniform grading with suit- 
able grade price differentials; 
(2) effective selection of time 
and place of sale; (3) develop- 
ment of meat hogs; (4) selling on 
grade and yield where members 
desire it; and (5) adjustment of 
production to market needs. 

Such a cooperative could also 
study ways and means of reduc- 
ing cost of slaughter (1) by bet- 
ter adjustment of organization 
and operation of packing plants 
to available volume and (2) by 
reducing sharp variations in the 
seasonal flow of hogs to market. 

Canadian experience suggests 
the possibility of government 
action regimenting the market- 
ing of a commodity upon an af- 
firmative vote of two-thirds of 
the producers. 


Its operation would de- 
pend on political considera- 
tions and government con- 
trol, however. The program 
could be voted out as well 
as in. 


Some feel that hogs should be 
graded by government men, and 
that fixed differentials should 
be paid for various grades. Op- 
posing such views are those who 
do not believe that government 
participation is the best, or most 
practical and permanent way of 
solving our livestock marketing 
problems 

We may conclude by again 
emphasizing two challenges fac- 
ing farmers in hog marketing 
These are (1) more effective 
grading and evaluation of their 
hogs, and (2) greater efficiency 
in market distribution 

These deserve careful study 
and thoughtful action. There is 
no short and easy road to suc 
cess thru cooperative marketing

Will income from land we 
put in the soil bank affect 
our social security pay- 
ments?—R. K., Winneshiek 
county, Iowa. 


Payments from the soil bank 
will be treated the same as in- 
come from farming. If you com- 
pletely retire, soil bank pay- 
ments are considered as rent. 

However, if you are only part- 
ly retired and continue to keep 
some livestock, the soil bank 
payment will be considered as 
earned income. Then it will re- 
duce your social security bene- 
fits if total earned income ex- 
ceeds $1,200 during the year.

When the moisture content 
drops to safe storage level, you'll 
want to pick corn rapidly—as

Still, you’ll be dollars ahead 
if you take enough time to ad- 
just your picker right. Keep 
the field losses at a minimum 

Here are some pointers on ad- 
justing the picker for a clean 
iob 

Snapping rol! adjustments di 
rectly affect the shelled corn 
loss in the field. Also, they have 
a secondary effect on the husk- 
ing 

The adjusting element is found 
at the lower end of the rollers 
Adjust the snapping rolls so 
there is a minimum of shelling 
and trash accumulation on the 
rollers. 

Under normal conditions 
when the stalks are standing 
well and moisture is ideal for 
snapping, rollers should have a 
clearance of five-eights to three- 
fourths inch at the bottom 

Use a wider roll clearance 
than this if stalks are brittle 
leaning or extremely tall with 
heavy foliage. Operate the trac- 
tor in a lower gear here, too 

As moisture increases, th 
snap rollers should run closer 
together again 

Slip clutches must be adjusted 
so they will slip when the pick 
er clogs. Remove rust, or paint 


if the picker is new, to get good 
action from the clutch 
Gathering chains should have

This 
will depend some on the length 
of the chain. 

Time the chains so the finger 
links on one side are spaced 
midway between finger links on 
the opposite chain. To do this, 
release the lower idle sprocket 
and slip the loose chain around 
the drive sprocket. 

Husking bed adjustments help 
control the movement of corn 
over rollers. You regulate the 
tension of the husking rolls. 

Increase tension for small 
ears of corn or for corn with 
extremely tough and tight husks. 
Then, decrease the tension for 
large corn ears or for corn which 
husks easily. 

Tension and clearance on the 
feed mechanism should be ad- 
justed to feed the ears evenly 
over the rollers 

Grease the machine regularly. 
Corn pickers require a lot of 
grease. You'll get best results 
with a light grade of water-re- 
sistant grease that clings to 
gears and works in freezing 
temperatures. 

Adjustment is important with 
a cornpicker. Your best bet is 
to check your operator’s manual 
when you begin making these 
adjustments. 

And drive slow when you pull 
into the row. The way you han- 
dle the acaed is maetahnty too.

Corn borer toll 


will run high 


to cost Iowa farm- 





. LOOKS as if the corn borer is going 
ers plenty again this year. 

In fact, losses are expected to equal or top last year’s 
9 bushel per acre average loss. This was the third worst 
year in the history of the corn borer in lowa. 

“Corn borers are going to take a pretty heavy toll in 
this area this year,” says Henry Bycroft, who farms in 
southern Iowa’s Taylor county. “Just driving along the 
road you can see a lot of stalk breakage in the cornfields.” 

Taylor county extension director Maclyn Larue agrees 
with Bycroft. 

“We counted almost 5 egg masses per plant early this 
summer,” he says. “So we knew then there could be some 
fairly serious damage.” 


Last year, the state lost over 102 million bushels 
of corn on the 10% million acres in production. This 
is a loss of slightly over 9 bushels per acre. 


Tom Brindley, lowa State College entomologist ex- 
plains that from early observations, it appears the greatest 
borer damage will occur in southern and southwestern 
Iowa. 

“Borer population apparently was fairly light in north- 
ern and north-eastern lowa this year,” he says. “Actually, 
the state’s average borer population per plant was prob- 
ably the same as last year.” 


Acres of corn treated for corn borers were in- 
creased this year, too. About 1% million acres re- 
ceived chemical applications to control the borers. 


“Probably the introduction of granular insecticide con- 
tributed some to this increase,” says Brindley. 

Still, a Wallaces Farmer poll taken in July shows that 
only 6.5 percent of the farmers included in the poll 
treated their corn for borers. 


“The amount of corn I lose to the borers is going 
to depend a lot on how long it has to stand in the 
field,” says Willis Wurster, Taylor county, Iowa. 


“I can see stalk damage from the corn borer’s activity, 
but hope to begin harvesting before serious ear droppage 
occurs.” 

Harold Christensen, Adams county, Iowa, has another 
explanation for some of his expected corn losses. 

“We had too much rain around here early in the sea- 
son,” he says. “Because of this, the corn didn’t root deep 
enough—and I think a lot of corn could go down if we 
have strong winds.” 

Survey being made by the entomologists at Iowa State 
College has been expanded this year. 

In addition to a study of corn lost due to corn borers, 
the researchers will also determine losses that stem from 
some of the more damaging soil insects.

Storm windows cut 
your fuel bill 


“GTORM WINDOWS add more 

"to a house than most any- 
thing else you can buy. We fig- 
ure ours have already paid for 
themselves.” 

That’s how Mrs. Ben Collins, 
Harrison county, Missouri, feels 
about the combination screen 
and storm windows on her 4- 
year-old farm home. She likes 
making the change from screen 
to storm from inside the house 
—especially when cold weather 
comes before the autumn 
change-over. 

Mrs. Joe Orin, Decatur coun- 
ty, lowa, farm wife, says, “Storm 
windows make all the difference 
in the world. Winter winds get 
quite strong here. Storm win- 
dows keep the house much more 
comfortable and easier to heat.” 

Regardless of the window 
type, cornbelt farmers agree 
storm windows are a good in- 
vestment. 

Just how much storm windows 
reduce your winter heating costs 
has not been accurately meas- 
ured. 

But Iowa State College agri- 
cultural engineer Landy Altman 
points out, “Fifteen times more 
heat is lost thru a single thick- 
ness glass window than thru an 
equal area of insulated wall. A 
double thickness of glass cuts 
this loss at least in half.” 


Altman suggests weather 
stripping around doors and 
inside windows, too. This 
inexpensive material does a 
good job of blocking out 
cold air and is easily tacked 
in place. 

Cold drafts of air leaking thru 
door and window crevices add 
to the fuel bill. Much of the 
cause of winter colds may lie 
here also. 

Check your storm windows for 
loose panes. Loose window 
panes reduce the_ insulating 
value and often are broken thru 
vibration by strong winds. Re- 
sealing with putty or calking 
compound provides an airtight 
joint. 


SILAGE IS WORTH about $9 a 


ton at 30 percent dry matter. 
On a dry matter basis, half the 
yield of corn silage is ears and 
half is leaves and stalks. A ton 
of silage should have 4 or 5 
bushels of corn.

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SOYBEAN PRODUCTION this year is guessed at about 


17 percent more than the 1957 crop. Allowing for some 
increased use, estimated carryover next fall will be two and 
a half to five times what it was this fall. If past actions are 
a reliable guide, Secretary of Agriculture Benson can be 
counted on to lower the loan rate for the 1959 crop.

AS EXPECTED, Secretary Benson announced a non- 
compliance corn loan for growers in Iowa and the rest 
of the commercial corn area. Rate will be at a national 
average of $1.06. That’s 30 cents below the rate for corn 
produced in compliance with acreage allotments. Last 
year’s national average loan rates had the same 30-cent 
differential, but were 4 cents a bushel higher. USDA 
estimates not more than 12 or 13 percent of corn in the 
commercial area will be eligible for the regular loan.

KEEP AN EYE on the ground behind your corn picker. 
Each ear of corn left in 133 feet of row equals loss of one 
bushei per acre. Count the kernels of shelled corn within 
40-inch squares scattered thru the area behind the picker. 
Figure the average number of kernels per square. Each 20 
kernels in the average represents one bushel per acre. You 
may want to check up on losses several times a day. Putting 
just 3 or 4 percent more corn in the crib can pay big for a 
lot of time spent adjusting the picker and checking losses. 
Slow, careful driving nearly always pays during harvest.
